Jim Corbett, on the Other Hand, Was Always Nervous, and Sharkey Wasn't 
Very Calm, Either, While Fitz Likes to Sleep,

It is hardly likely that any two boxers have the same 
feelings just before or when entering the ring. Ask 
any man just before a fight how he feels and he will 
usually say “All right.” Asa matter of fact there are 
few who do not do a iittle worrying, even though they 
manage to conceal it. 

Many fighters try their utmost to conceal their real 
condition and apprehension before a mill, They will 
do all sorts of things to mislead their intimate friends 
and even their trainers. They will feign happiness, 
joke and convey the impression that the whole world 
is sunshine to them, when at the same time they are 
brooding and doing some hard thinking over the com- 
ing encounter. 

Probably no pugilist in the ring to-day is more in- 
different to the termination of a fight in which he is to 
be a principal than Young Corbett. He 1s apparently as 
cool as an icicle. Nothing seems to bother him. He 
takes his chair with indifference and does not know 
exactly what he is going to do until he faces his man. 
Often fighters plan their course of battle days ahead. 
They map out their line of action even in their sleep. 
This increases t-eir nervous tension and often undoes 
weeks of faithful training. Even at that, when they 
get inside the ropes they forget all about their planning 
and fight by instinct alone. So all their worrying and 
fretting is for naught. Corbett says that while he is 
always anxious to win, he does not let the thought of a 
possible reverse enter his mind, 

“When I take my chair I am oblivious to everybody 
and everything save the man before me,” said Corbett. 
“What's the use? It won't do you any good to get 
nervous. I have confidence in my ability to win, and 
so I go ahead and do the best I can. If I get whipped 
—well, I have one consolation, and that is that others 
have met with a similar fate; that I did the best [ could 
and that my opponent knows more about the game 
than myself. My indifference to defeat had a good 
deal to do with my winning the championship from 
Terry McGovern. Gee, you'd think I’d had a swelled 
head the way I figured to my friends before the fight 
how 1 would beat McGovern. They all laughed at me 
but could not help but admire my confidence. Many 
thought that I would be easy plucking for the mjehgy.. 

Terry. Even my trainer, although be iu not say it, 
personally thought the iest I would get would be a 
good thrashing and the loser’s end of the purse. I 
wasn’t disturbed, however, and Just went after him as 
if he was a third or fourth-rater. Well, you know the 
result of that mill, But it proves that I am notin any 
way nervous.” 

Jim Corbett, as the public knows, is a high-strung 
man. The slightest thing causes him worry. Corbett 
says he was not always of this nature. His nervous- 
ness developed, strange to say, after he became the 
champion. Then he fretted more than when he was 
struggling for fame in the roped arena. Corbettis very 
tidgety before a contest, The least trifle seems to 
bother bim. All his thoughts are on the fight and he 
cannot seem to banish the prospective fight from bis 
mind. He carries his nervousness into the ring and to 
watch him while he is sitting in his chair waiting for 
the first gong, one who did not know his temperament, 
would very naturally think he was sitting on pins and 
needles. 

On the afternoon of his battle with Bob Fitzsimmons 
at Carson City, when he lost the championship, Cor- 
bett was as nervous asacat. He started at the slight- 
est thing. Although he was confident of laying the 
Cornishman low, he was on the move all the time. 
He never kept his eyes off Fitzsimmons. In striking 
contrast was his demeanor when he fought John L. 
Sullivan at New Orleans. Corbett then was as calm 
and collected as a book agent. He felt sanguine of suc- 
cess, and said that an earthquake would not have dis- 
turbed him that night. 

Jim Jeffries is not nervous before a fight. However, 
he shows a good deal of concern for his opponent at 
the time the match is made and before he has started 
training. This may be due to the fact that when out 
of condition bis nerves are not so strong. After Jeff- 
ries has signed for a fight he will talk over the en- 
counter with his friends and ask their opinion as to the 
ability of his prospective rival. 

“Tf ought to beat him quick, don’t you think so ?” or 
“Ife isa good man, but I think I ought to win, don’t 
you ?” are some of the questions he offers, 

But on the night of the combat Jeffries is an entirely 
different man. The champion always trains faithfully. 

No matter whether his opponent may appear to be a 
dub, he will work just as hard as if the man he is go- 
ing to meet isa champion. When Jeffries fought Jack 
Munroe recently he chewed gum. When he entered 
the Coney Island Athletic Club to fight Bob Fitzsim- 
mons for the championship in 1899, one would have 
thought he was going out for a drive instead of facing 
the best man in the world up to that time. He came 
through the box office door of the club wearing a flar- 


ing red sweater and a golf cap. He was as indifferent 


to everything and everybody as if he were present to 
witness the fight. When asked that night as to what 
he thought of bis chances, he carelessly replied :

could control his feelings so well before a fight, the 
brawny boilermaker simply answered: 

“I can’t exactly explain it, but it is my nature. I 
have been that way since a kid. I was never afraid of 
anything or anybody. I don’t know what it is to be 
nervous. I wouldn’t get rattled if a fellow placed the 
muzzle of a gun before my nose, and a few have been 
pointed there. A fight does not feaze me. I don’t 
care if they carry horseshoes in their gloves or wear 
armor. If I thought I could whip them I would not 
mind taking a chance. It is not because I am the 
champion or because I am big and strong. Neither is 
it because I am always confident. [I know fighters 
who had a high opinion of their ability and who were 
very confident, yet very nervous when they entered 


the ring. The only explanation I can give is that it is 
my nature. I don’t worry and never let anything an- 
noy me. I couldn't do it even if I tried.”

Judge then of his surprise when Britt 
went back on his word’ and signed to fight Joe Gans 
after protesting that under no circuinstances would he 
fight a negro. Ata meeting held in 'Frisco on Oct 8, 
it was decided to battle twenty rounds on Oct. 31 in San 
Francisco. Britt signed for himself. Gans was repre- 
sented by his manager, Herford. James W. Coffroth 
acted for the Shasta Club, which will handle the mill.

The fight is to be under Queensberry rules, the 
referee to be agreed on at least ten days before the con- 
test. Britt and Gans agree to weigh 133 pounds at the 
ringside. The men agree to at once deposit $1,500 each 
with Harry Corbett, the stakeholder, the amount to be 
forfeited by the contestant failing to make weight to 
the one who does. 

The contest is to carry with it to the winner the title 


of lightweight ehampion of the world. Coffroth ex- 


presses confidence that he will secure a permit for the 
fight in Frisco. If not, the fight will be held at Colma.

He has 


fought twelve finish fights and won them all, 





M’GOVERN WINS 
FROM HANLON 


Californian is Hanging on the Ropes 
As Police Stop the Bout. 


In a whirlwind fight that was scheduled to go six 
rounds in Industrial Hall, Philadelphia, Oct. 10, Terry 
McGovern had Eddie Hanlon so badly beaten that the 
police stopped the contest in the fourth round. The 
contest was terrific. Up to the fourth round McGovern 
bad a shade the better of it. In the fourth Hanlon, 
seeing an opening, planted a left hook bard on the 
chin and McGovern went down for the count, and to 
the spectators it looked as if he was out of it. Hanlon, 
however, threw discretion to the wind and tried to put 
in a finishing blow. He fought so recklessly that it 
proved his downfall, McGovern going at him so 
viciously that almost before the spectators realized it 
he had the Californian helpless. 

In the firrt round each man slugged with both hands, 
during which McGovern booked his left tothe neck 
and sent in two upper cuts, making Hanlon break 
ground, The Brooklyn boy uppercut Hanlon with a 
right, and then booked a hard left to the Californian’s

chin. McGovern followed this up with right and left 
swings to the head, and Hanlon retaliated by putting 
four straight lefts to Terry’s face and a right swing to 
the head as the bell rang.

Another rapid exchange of blows was followed 
by Hanlon giving McGovern a severe left uppercut to 
the chin which staggered the Brooklynite. McGovern 
instantly recovered and sent a Jeft and right to the face, 
and repeated the punches. They exchanged right 
swings to the Jaw as the bell rang. 

McGovern came to the centre of the ring in the 
fourth round a little weak. Terry swung his left and 
right to the jaw, and then Hanlon floored McGovern 
with a left swing to the chin. McGovern took the 
count of nine. Heclinched when he got on his feet, 
and was nearly out. He made a quick recovery, how- 


| ever, and rained blows on Hanlon and soon had him 





on the ropes. 

The Californian went down from the effects of right 
and left swings to the jaw, and as soon as he got up 
Terry put him on the ropes, where he hammered him 
into a dazed condition. Hanlon’s bands were down 
and he was helpless. A terrific right-arm swing put 
him prostrate on the ropes and almost out.
